Com- 
tmtaiats drop out of the Commu n is t Party, and at its request join 
other groups; as members of these they carry out sabotage and 
terrorism. Because of the lack of additional information about the 
sabotage teams reported being formed in Colombia in 1954, it . 
Is impossible to estimate the threat these teams represented.
